Tliere xvere many tipbt fits and. ba^rinp 
the tliird race, there was not a finish durinp 
the afternoon that d.aylipht showed between 
the first and second horses as they battled 
for supremacy in their mad flight to tho fin- 
ishing post. 

Cloudy weather prevailed, whieh was ac- 
companied by an early shower, hut scarcely 
enough to lay the dust. Tho course con- 
tinued first and some of the time displayed 
shows the possibilities in the future of Ti- 
juana records going by the board with good 
horses gallcping over it. 

A costly baiid of thoroughbreds parad-'-d to 
the, post in the fifth r.ace, the afternoon’s 
feature, being a liandicap fer a purse of 
SI. 000. at five and one-haif furlongs. In 
this Motor Cop tool: on his old rival. I, ion 
d’Or. th? latter carrying the silks cf Com- 
mander .1. Iv. 1.. Itoss. Formerly they fcoih 
raced for the C.anadian sportsman. Irwin 
buying Motor Cop from Commander Iloss for 
$7,000. However, neither were able to win 
the race, for Lucky Button was their dovrn- 
fail. That fleet dau.rrhter of Sweep and But- 
tonhole beat Motor Cop by a nose. 

The start w.as one cT Harry Morri.ssey’s 
best and the field was away in almost per- 
fect alignment. Motor Cop immediately cut 
out tlie running and set a sizzling pace. He 
kept his advantage until nearing the end. 
where I..ucky Button under her light impost 
ranged alongside of him and in one of those 
nip and tuck struggles the filly showed htr 
muzzle in front as the two horses passed the 
finisliing mark. Doctor Corbett ran a cork- 
ing race to be third.

As for Lion d’Or. which got no part of the 
purse, it can be said that with better racing 
luck he would have probably vanquished the 
trio that beat him.

Jockey Claver wa.s forced to lake him hack, 
and when lie was allowed to settle into his 
stride lie was trailing his field many lengtiis 
behind tlie leaders. Making up tlie lost 
ground he sped tlirough the stretch with the 
spieed of a comet and at tiie end lie was 
beaten less than two lengtiis for first honors. 

One of the longest-priced winners of the 
mectirig ”arrivc.-d on time” in the sixth race, 
at one and one-sixteenth miles, when Whip- 
pet stuck it out to win by a neck from Ke- 
greso. Joikey K. I-'ator, astride of the suc- 
cessful hoisp, rode him faultlts-sly and keep- 
ing gamely at his task the horse <-ontinued 
gamely to the end. Black Betty, the favorite, 
finisiied in last position. She wa.s kicked at 
the post by Whippet, wh.ich tends to show 
that the horse knew of one way of disiitsiiig 
of the public I’hoice. 

Two sons of the liighly successful sire Seth 
fought it out in the fourth race, which was 
a sprint of tliree-quarters, exclusively for 
two-year-olds. They were Farlos Knrlquo 
and Delante, and as they really had the race 
to themselves, for eight lengths separated 
them from Knighthood at the finisli. Ih-- 
lante, at odd.s of better than 12 to 1, was re- 
turned tlie winner from his brother in blood.

HIGH JOCKEY FEES POPULAR 

SAN DIKflO, t'a!., December 29. — Com- 
menting on the report tliat there were a few 
liorscnien at Tijuana tliat did not approve 
of the increased jockey fees, a proiniiieiil 
owner said : 

“I haven’t come across any myself, but 
I have heard that some owners want a re- 
duction in tlie jockey fees charged liere. 
Of course, tlu re are some people wlio don’t 
want to pay for any kind of service, Init ] 
wouldn’t think it likely tlie inaiiagcmerit 
would con.sider sucli a tiling. 1 wouMii't like 
to see a reduction happen myself. 'ITie ide;i 
is to go ahead, not backward, and 1 tliiiik 
that is tlie riglit idea. Tlie boys earn every 
dollar they are paid, especially in bad 
weatlier, and tlie iiuaiity of tlie riders can’t 
be kept up to the standard unless tliey are 
fairly jiaid. 

I “I don’t expect to see 'rijiiana reduce tlie 
$10 and $25 jockeys’ fees and every horse- 
man who can see beyond his stuidu iloor 
I knows that they would be right in refusing 
to consider the thing fur a luoiueut,"

obvious rea.sons. in the incredible accounts of 
^ I Flying Childers. He likewise ran over the 
Beacon course, four miles one furlong and 
thirty-eight yards in 7 ;30. However, no timer 
can F.ce the length of the Beacon course, 
nearly a mile on one side being excluded 
from view by the “Devil's ditch,” an old 
Saxon work of entrenchment. 

Judge Duval of Maryland and one of the 
justices of the Supreme Court made a com- 
parison of the running of Childers and 
Kelipse as follows: 

Ke1ip.se ran four miles in eight minutes at 
York, carrying 168 pounds, forty-two pounds 
more than the .standard weight at the time. 

If the calculations of old, experienced 
sportsmen that the addition of seven pounds 
weight in the rider makes the difference of 
2i0 yards in a heat of four miles, then the 
running of Kelipse, earrj'ing forty pouiid.s 
more than Flying Childers. Avill prove that 
Kelipse was the fastest animal. 

It does not appear that in any of his 
eighteen races the time of Kelipse was at all 
noted, excepting at York, when six years old, 
as quoted above. In truth, not any horse 
had the .shadow of .a chance of winning 
against Kelipse. He distanced his field v/hen- 
ever he chose and was never beaten iior had 
a wltip flourished over him, nor felt the 
tickling of a spur. Flying Childers flourished 
in 1721-22. Kelipse in 1769-70. 

Next to these celebrated race horses jier- 
hap.s Highflyer vv.as the fleetest liorsc tliat 
has betni raised in Knglutid. But it does 
not .appear tliat he and many otlier horses 
of tlie first fame tliat were never beaten, 
such as l.,atli, Baoraham, Mirza, Regulus, 
etc., ever ran a fast race. 

It is. however, recorded of Matchem that 
"in 1775, .at six years old. carrying 119 pound:(. 
lie lieat Trajan over tlie Beacon course in 
7 :20.’’ Matchem was Ireaten in 1776. running 
for a Jockey Club I’late, in four-mile heats, 
in tlirec heats, winning neitlicr of tliem. 
.Si'octator, the winner of tlie race, ran in 
7 :52. 7 :12. 8:05. Tlie difference in the weights 
proliahly caused tlie differem-e in the time in 
tlie two rai-es, if the former was really the 
correct time. Spectator was sire to the dam 
ot tlie famous Dionu'd. His blood descended 
to Ijcxington as well as tliat of Flying Chil- 
ders and Kelipse. Kc.xington's remote mater- 
nal ancestry is from tlie oId-fa.shioned 
.American blood, as transmitted from Fear- 
nouglit. Medley, Diomed and Sir Arcli.v, from 
wliieli lie is also dc.scendert in the paternal 
line tiirougli Timoleon and Biston. 

In preceding articles definitions and ex- 
amples of a tliorouglibriMi race horse have 
been given. Strictly speaking, it has been 
stated that this pedigree, lineally and col- 
laterall.v, must be traced to an approved 
Oriental source, the fountain liead of the 
best blood of Kngland. However, few pedi- 
grees of tlie best race horses of the middle 
of tlie nineteen eentury will hear this test. 
.About tlie latter time it liad been deemed

Rockingham wa.s the winner of thirty-two 
prizes in five years. The uimous Mi.ss Kings- 
iaml. own sister to Sir Arcliy’s granddam. 
by Tn'nthani, foaled liy Uic dam of the famed 
Pegasus, was of tlie same year. She ran a 
long and brilliant career. Trenthani was a 
high-bred liorse, paternally three removes 
from the Godoipliin Arabian. His sire wa.s 
foaled liy a. sister in blood to Matcliem's dam. 
In 1776 Trentliam realized in stakes more 
than $40,000, an enormous sum in those day.s. 
His descendants were renowned, especially 
Camilla. Sir Archy, Melbourne, l>anecrost 
and Alarm. In 1754 Bosphorus was sired by 
Babrahani, own brother to Blank, by the 
Gotlolphin Arabian. 

Highflyer, sire to Rockingham, wa.s known 
as the best son of Herod and of turf and 
stud ability sooond to no horse of Kngland. 
His dam was by Blank and granddam by 
Regulus, tracing back to a royal mare. Ara- 
bian or Barb. Both Blank and Regulus were 
by the Godolphin Arabian. 

It appears that Sir Archy is three removes 
from Highflyer and three from Herod, 
through Diomed, with another cross of High- 
flyer. But he had no cross from Kelipse or 
Snap. 

Having been asked for “a disquisition on 
breeding” 1 can do no lietter than to quote 
’’the purer the blood the more likely it is 
to be transmitted.” AVhichever parent is of 
the purest blood will be most generally rep- 
resented in the offspring. Breeding in-and-in 
all ca.ses is injurious, but there arc excep- 
tions, and in all there is some in-breeding, 
as in the various descendants from the Go- 
dolphin Arabian and from Herod, Eclipse, 
Matchem, Regulus and Snap.
